The three, lawyers are Mark 
Lane, long a Criitc of the War- 
ren Commission; Richard V. 
Burnes, an assistant to Gar- 
rison, and John Hosmer, attor- 
ney for imprisoned former Se- 
cret Service agent Abraham W. 
Bolden. The three held a press 
conference yesterday at the 
Federal: rMedical Center at 
Springfield, Mo., where Bolden, 
is currently confined while 
serving a 6-year sentence. ••
